The 
Proclamation follows: 
“To the American People: 
“The assurance, based on many 
years’ experience, that there will be 
prompt and 
generous 
response, 
makes it always a satisfaction to 
direct public attention to the annual 
Membership Roll Call of the Amen 
Gin Red Cross. This year it will open 
on Armistice Day, November l l , fend 
close on Thanksgiving Day, Novem­ 
ber* 30. As President of the United 
JStates, and also president of the 
American Red Cross,I 
hereby pro­ 
claim November 12 as Red Cross 
Sunday, and invite all the peoples to 
unite with their spiritual leaders in 
such observance of it as may pro­ 
mote a reneed consecration to the 
gospel of service based upon divine 
injunction 
and 
sanctioned 
'by all 
good donscience. 
“By the terms of the Congression­ 
al Charter 
which 
called 
it into 
being, the American Red Cross is 
charged 
with certain cloarly de­ 
fined duties and obligatons. These 
it has continued, during the past 
year, to discharge faithfully and ef­ 
ficiently. here are peculiarily urgent 
recons to appeal, this year, in be­ 
half of an even greater generosity 
than has 'been necessary in some 
other times, because of the extraor­ 
dinary demands upon such services 
W mercy and humanity. One of the 
most fearful disasters of all history 
has befallen the ill-fated Near East* 
em area, where the lives of mil­

munities. A very great sum is re­

Washington. 
It was a 
popular; 
gathering place for 
the 
leading; 
celebrities of the national capital, I 
among whom were 
General 
and I 
Mrs. John A. Logan, and it was at 
this house in 1890 that the group 
of 18 women met and founded the- 
nation-wide order that now num­ 
bers more 
than 
172,000 
women 
among its members. 
The society was made national 
in scope instead of being organiz­ 
ed by states, and its success wras in­ 
stantaneous. Mrs. Benjamin H arri­ 
son, mistress of the White House j 
at the time, was elected first Presi- j 
dent General. The first conference- 
of regents was called by Mrs. Har­ 
rison in 1891, and the first con­ 
gress of the organization was held' 
in Washington in 1892. 
In addition to her work with the 
D. A. R., Mrs. Lockwood took a 
prominent part 
in the fight 
for 
equal suffrage, but when the federal 
constitution was amende! to per­ 
mit women throughout the land to 
vote, she never enjoyed the priv­ 
ilege, for she had been a resident 
of Washington so long she had 
forefited the right of franchise. 
The memoirs of Mrs. Lockwood, 
dating from $he time she accom­ 
panied her husband to the capital; 
during the civil war, arc remark- j 
able for their interest and brilliant; 
wit. Even utnil her last days she j 
easily remembered and vividly pie-; 
tured tales of batties fought near J 
the city, and of the panic follow-1 
ing the Confederate threats against 
Washington and . Baltimore. 
Aside from her memoirs and po­ 
litical writings, she has produced 
several volumes which gjve a clear 
and exact history of Washington 
and of the many notable persons 
who have lived ani worked there. 
Her book on the bistort? homes of 
the city is regarded as an author­ 
ity. 
, 
Mrs. Lockwood is survived by no 
close relatives. Her daughter, Miss 
Lillian M. Lockwood formerly bus­ 
iness manager of the P. A. R. mag­ 
azine, died several years ago, and 
her husband bas been dead almost 
half a century.
